Grass Valley Union : I. W. Hayes, Jr., 
and Marion P. Stone, in company with J. 
R. and Bon. Nickerson, have been deei 
hunting down among the Wolf creek and 
Bear river hills for tne past two days, an) 
succeeded in killing four bucks, which 
were all in good condition. Deer appeat 
to be more plentiful in the foothills this 
season than usual, and hunters attribute it 
to the fact that the cool spriug and sum­ 
mer weather had the e fleet of keeping 
them down on their winter range to a con­ 
siderable entent, whereas it is customary 
for them to range higher in the mountains 
during the hot season. 
Fort Spokane is lively and bustling. A 
very pretty post will ultimately bo made of 
it. Its present garrison consists of four 
companies of the Second Infantry, Major 
Smith commanding. Chief Moses was at 
the fort to assist in celebrating the Fourth. 
A council was lately held there between 
Sims, agent of the Colville reserve, and 
Moses, the object being to induce Moses to 
relinquish ten miles of the upper portion 
of his reserve, on which silver-bearing 
quartz has been found. The result was an 
emphatic refusal on the part of Moses to 
part with his land, he stating that if the 
whites found mines on his reservo and they 
wished to work them, they could do so by 
paying him for the privilege. 
Thousands of fish are dying in Douner 
Lake, and the shore of the same is liter­ 
ally lined with tlicir dead bodies. Mr. 
Teeters informs a Republican reporter that 
he aud another man picked up jfiJ dead 
fish in a distance of tun paces along the 
shore. It was thought at one time that 
the fish were diseased, but all the fisher­ 
men on and in tho vicinity of the lake are 
now of the belief that some miserean* has 
been exploding giant powder in the lake 
for the purpose of killing the tish. Some 
of the fish have been sent to Commissioner 
Bedding for examination, and we shall 
soon hear whether they are diseased or 
not. Mr. Teeters keeps the bodies of the 
fish which come to tho lower eud of the 
lake gathered uj>, and buries them every 
day.—[Truckee llopublicau. 
George W. Jackson sends from Furnace- 
ville this account of a 9ad occurrence: 
Thomas Arthur, an old resident of this dis­ 
trict, unfortunately was the innoccut cause 
of a serious and perhaps fatal accident, 
lie had been out hunting, and upon rc- 
tnruing home his little son I’hil. met him 
and said : “ I’a, please shoot ofi the gun, 
for 1 want to hear it.” To please his son 
and wishing to get the charge out of the 
gun, he took aim at an old trough, sending 
the bullet through, when he heard a shriek 
aud cry, aud going to the trough, he 
found that he had shot one of his little 
girls, the bullet passing through her ab­ 
domen, producing a frightful wound. It 
seems that tho child was in the trough 
asleep.—[Bedding Independent.

S.nee 
that time it seeni9 that a fiend iu human 
shape has devoted almost his entire atten­ 
tion to mutilating and killing horses be­ 
longing to farmers in that vicinity. Five 
horses that were kept in the pasture oil 
the old Glascock place have been cut, ap­ 
parently with a sharp knife, two of which 
died. One of them was a handsome sad­ 
dle-horse, owned by Otis Doyle. The ani­ 
mal had been caught and stabbed in the 
breast, the knife severing the jugular vein 
and penetrating the heart. (Some of tho 
injured horses were wild colts, and it is 
thought they were stabbed by a man on 
horseback, armed with some kind of a 
lance. No clue has been found to fix the 
crime upon any one, but it is sincerely 
hoped that the brute, whoever he is, may 
be caught and treated to a do?e of twisted 
hemp. 
One of the greatest annoyances ranchers 
on the adobe have to bear with is the 
operations of that festive little insect, the 
black gnat. From early spring until the 
latter end of June, these pests almost 
worry tie life out of man and beast. Then 
they migrate to the sloughs and low lands 
along tho Sacramento. This year the 
gnats were more numerous than usual, 
aud they are now making life decidedly 
disagreeable in the neighborhood of Butte 
City. One of the bands working with 
the seed-clcaning outfit of Cole & Stiles 
informs us that Wednesday of last week 
a perfect cloud of the insects settled on a 
separator at work in that vicinity and the 
crew had to knock off for an hour or so. 
They were so numerous that the belts 
slipped, and there were eight sacks full of 
them, crushed into a jelly-like mass, taken 
out of the machine betorc operations could 
be resumed. Some of the men were so 
badly stung that their faces looked as 
though they had the measles, and iu two 
instances the swelling produced was so 
serious that medical attendance had to be 
summoned.—[Gridley Herald. 
A letter from Butte City, Montana, dated 
July 5th, to the I’ioche Record, says that 
although but a short while ago it was 
pretty much all Eastern people in that 
town, tlie Westerners arc now pouring in 
there. Real estate is at a high figure, 
property on Main street ranging from §500 
a foot and upwards, and pretty much the 
same on the back streets. The saloons arc 
making money, and nearly all the business 
houses are doing well. There is great stir 
and bu9tle in erecting machinery on the 
mines, and although the demand for miners 
is well supplied at present, after the com­ 
pletion of the erection of machinery, a 
much larger force will be employed in min­ 
ing. 
Woodchoppers and teamsters are 
now in demand, bnt the way the people 
are rolling into this country the want will 
soon be supplied. A good meal, such as 
you get in Pioche for four bits, costs here 
from §1 to §1 50. There are three drug 
stores in Butte, three or four hardware, 
four dry goods, six or seven clothing, and 
a great many grocery* stores, and stores of 
other descriptions. There is a telegraph 
office here, but it appears to be a private? 
affair, and they do not care about doing 
much outside business, so wo are in poor 
circumstances for gettiog early news from 
tlie East and West, being compelled to 
wait for the mail.

THE SECRETAEYSHI? OF TEE SENATE. 
The office of Secretary of the United 
States Senate is vacant, the incumbent, 
Mr. Burch, having died yesterday7 of heart 
disease, suddenly. At present it is by no 
means certain which party will fill the 
office, Conkling's resignation having pro­ 
duced a situation which may enable the 
Democrats to contest the seats of his and 
Platt's successors, Messrs. Miller aud I.ip- 
ham. If, however, the Republicans secure 
the control of the Senate, there will neces­ 
sarily be a sharp rivalry for the place. We 
think we may take it for granted that 
George C. Gorham is out of the question 
as a candidate, though it is by no means 
certain that he will take that view of the 
situation. Us is, however, if President 
i-articld lives, an impossible candidate, 
and yet he may perhaps perform an in­ 
voluntary and unconscious service to th¡3 
coast by giving some support to its claims 
to the succession. California has, in the 
person of Marcus D. Boruck, a candidate 
for the olfice of Secretary of the United 
States Senate who possesses special and 
unquestioned qualifications for the posi­ 
tion, Mr. Boruck’s long experience as 
Secretary of the State Senate has demon­ 
strated his fitness for analogous offices in 
the most conclusive manner, while his 
zealous and continued services in the ad­ 
ministrative posts of the Republican State 
organization speak to the reality of his 
party loyalty and usefulaess. Mr. Boruck 
would carry into the office a thorough 
knowledge of its routine duties, and an 
energy and ability which would doubtless 
be appreciated and rccoguized by the 
Senate without distinction of party. 


BISMARCK'S ELECTIONEERING TACTICS 
If we may judge from the specimen given 
in the dispatches recently of the anti-free- 
trade articles of the German government 
press, Bismarck's ideas of journalism do 
not rise much above the level of the 
famous Katanswill Gazette. The definition 
of free-trade given by the North German 
Gazette is about as accurate as the sketches 
of the Corsican Ogre which appeared in 
the Kuglish journals at the beginning of 
the century. Its chief significance, how­ 
ever, is that it implies a very remarkable 
confidence in the ignorance of the voters. 
The idea that education in Germany has 
progressed far beyond our own experience 
is certainly not borne out by these grotesque 
and extravagant burlesques upon political 
economy. It is possible, however, that 
Bismarck is too impatient of oppostion to 
calculate sufficiently upon the effects of 
patent misrepresentations, and that in his 
attempts to travesty the principles of free- 
trade be has made another of his historical 
mistakes. Jt is true that Germany has 
produced many famous economists, and 
that the works of these men are really 
studied in the universities and colleges. 
But the opposition offered to the German 
protective system lias not been to strong 
as to justify the conclusion that the people 
as a whole are much better grounded in 
these matters than American citizens. We 
cannot indeed believe that they are so 
stupid as to accept the absurdities of the 
North German Gazette fortiuth, but a con­ 
troversy which begins in this way is very 
unlikely to terminate sobtrly. 


We reproduce this morning the report of 
Hamilton Smith, Jr., upon the Yuba dam. 
The report is supplemented by a letter 
from Colonel Mendell, and both these docu­ 
ments go to show that the system of brush 
dams is not the failure it has been alleged to 
U3 by prejudiced, ignorant and hasty critics, 
but that it has already accomplished much 
good, and that it is in all respects well 
calculated to do what was expected from it. 
Mr. Smith has examined the Yuba dam 
carefully, and his opinion as an engineer is 
clear and positive as to its usefulness. He 
calculates that it has already held back 
nearly five million cubic yards of debris, 
and that it is capable of impounding 
30,500,000 cubic yards more. He believes 
that for an expenditure of §50,000 the dam 
can be made as strong as ever, and that it 
would be practicable to make a contract with 
responsible parties on the condition that 
this eum should not be paid unless the dam 
held its own until the summer of 1S82. Mr. 
Smith believes that this dam saved Marys­ 
ville from inundation last winter, and that 
nothing else eould have done this. 
This 
is a curious commentary upon the hostility 
to the dam system which the people of 
Marysville have lately manifested. Had 
the live million yards of debris which the 
dam held back been added to the flood 
which even with this subtracted almost 
overtopped her leveeB at one time, it is 
extremely probable that all the efforts of 
her citizens would have proved unavailing 
to keep out the water or save the town. 
Mr. Smith thinks that whether or not 
the hydraulic mines are stopped, the 
Yuba dam ought to be repaired, since it 
“ will be of great Eervice in holding back 
“ the large deposits of sand and gravel 
“ already gathered above it in the beds of 
“ the river and its branches." If the 
mines are stopped, however, the question 
of where the money is to come from for 
this or any other protective works will 
become a very embarrassing one. 
At 
present the hydraulic miners are evincing 
a disposition to build dams on their own 
account, so as to prevent the tailings from 
their mines entering the rivers. Sev­ 
eral companies have already’ undertaken 
works of this kind, but if they are en­ 
joined they will of course be obliged to 
abandon their dams, and they will be 
equally incapacitated from taking any 
interest in the repair and maintenance of the 
brnsh dams lower down. Mr. Smith ex­ 
presses a hope that the miners will them­ 
selves undertake the repair of the Yuba 
dam, and suggests that “ should this dam 
“ be restored, and hold back from the 
“ Yuba and Feather rivers the injurious 
“ flow of sand and gravel—all of which I 
“ believe that it will do—the bitter contest 
“ now pending between miners and farm- 
“ ers can be brought to an end, before the 
“ strife has inflicted irreparable injury on 
“ either or both parties.” This is a public- 
spirited and generous hope, no doubt, but 
in order that it may be realized it is neces­ 
sary that the matters in issue should be 
discussed soberly and temperately7, and as 
far as possible without prejudice or anger. 
The farmers have unquestionably had 
great cause of aggravation. They are en­ 
titled to full protection against the flow of 
debris, and they have a perfect right to in­ 
sist that nothing less than this full protec­ 
tion shall be accorded them. But it re­ 
mains true that if it can be made evident 
that such protection is compatible with the 
continued working of the mines, and if it 
can be shown that the adoption of well- 
matured engineering plans will afford them 
thi3 protection, they ought to rest content 
with the rescue and salvation of their 
lauds, and they ought not to demand the 
destruction of the mining interest in addi­ 
tion. In this controversy so far the grounds 
of difference have been more apparent than 
real. The belief that nothing short of the 
absolute and permanent cessation of hy­ 
draulic mining will afford security to the 
valley rests upon no sufficient evidence. 
Its actual origin was a totally erroneous 
view of the plans of the engineers. As wo 
have repeatedly shown, the engineering 
plans were condemned before they had been 
fairly commenced. No engineer of any 
reputation or experience has up to the 
present time expressed a doubt of the 
efficiency of the methods which it was in­ 
tended to apply. On the contrary, many 
of the most eminent engiueera in the coun­ 
try have strongly approved and indorsed 
those methods. Colonel Mendell, in the 
report we publish to day, says “ the fact 
“ that breaks were made in the dam dur- 
“ ing the past winter does not impair my 
“ confidence in the stability of this kind of 
“ construction,” and he further declares 
that in his judgment the dam, if repaired, 
“ must be ellicacious in impounding a large 
“ quantity (of debris) which, if not ar- 
“ rested, cannot fail to do great injury be- 
“ low.” 
The plain truth is that the hostility to 
the engineering plana cannot be defended 
or justified on rational grounds. It is 
emphatically not true ti» , .he dams have 
been “ failures,” even though they have 
been impaired. A dam which even when 
broken holds back five million cubic yards 
of debris, and which saves a city from de­ 
struction, is certainly a remarkable in­ 
stance of “ failure.” In fact, the dams did 
not fail, and judging from the successful 
operation of this fragmentary part of the 
engineering scheme, unprejudiced observ­ 
ers are justified in inferring that the whole 
project, if allowed to be completed, w-ould 
produce all the good results expected from 
it. W hat has been wanting throughout 
this controversy on the part of the public 
is patience. They would not wait long 
enough to give Science a chance to show 
what it could do. They insisted upon 
having the work of five years done in four 
months, and because this was impossible 
they condemned the whole undertaking. 
But this condemnation cannot be sus­ 
tained or defended. It has no foundation 
in fact. It was made in open defiance of 
the facts, indeed. And now Science comes 
quietly back and states that the popular 
view of the dams is altogether wrong ; 
that they have done great good, and are 
calculated to do much more ; that they are 
parts of a plan which, if faithfully carried 
out, will solve the problem, and that they 
ought to be repaired. It is not upon the 
worthless statements of ignorant or preju­ 
diced persons that these opinions can be set 
aside. They are the only views which 
poLsesa weight, and they must be listened 
to. And it is only by receiving with due 
respect the judgment of scientific experts 
that we can ever hope or expect to arrive 
at a just and satisfactory settlement of the 
debris problem. 


THE RESIGNATION OF MR. SIMONTON. 
Mr. J. W. Simonton has resigned the 
position of l General Agent of the Asso­ 
ciated Press of New York, which he has 
held for many yeais, and in the discharge 
of the duties of which he has displayed 
signal abilities and unceasing fidelity. The 
office he is about to leave is one of very 
great responsibility and care. The Gen­ 
eral Agent of the Associated Preaa has to 
cater for a multitude of journals in widely 


separated parts of the country, and to sat­ 
isfy the most various and discordant re­ 
quirements. He must select from a great 
mass of intelligence of all kinds that which 
is adapted to the different markets he sup. 
plies. At the same time he must send ev­ 
erything of importance, and above all he 
must keep well ap with the news of the 
hour. But it Í3 often by no means easy to 
ascertain what new3 is considered specially 
important in many quarters. Of course 
there is no difficulty in regard to great 
events like the assassination of the Presi­ 
dent, but it frequently occurs that matters 
which are regarded as of considerable con­ 
sequence ou the Atlantic coast are looked 
upon in the Far West as trivial. Then a3 
regards politics, it is almost impossible for 
the General Agent to hold the scales so 
evenly as to escape criticism. If his news 
is Republican he is abused by the Demo­ 
crats ; if Democratic he is denounced by 
the Republicans. Most people judge from 
the tenor of the news the politics of the 
man who sends it. This is no doubt ridic­ 
ulous, but it is human nature. Mr. Simon­ 
ton strove hard to be impartial, but 
for all that 
he did 
not escape 
calumny. Iu fact it may be said 
that the office he has filled is one 
which is from the very nature of the case 
impossible for any merely human being to 
occupy with complete and constant satis­ 
faction to everybody. He, however, has 
certainly filled it with ability, zeal and en 
ergy. He has watched over the interests 
of his clients unremittingly. He has been 
equal to every emergency in the prepara­ 
tion and transmission of news. He has 
earned the rest which he will probably 
find it impossible to take. Most men en­ 
gaged in absorbing and "exacting occupa­ 
tions look forward toa time when they will 
be released irom work, and when, their 
creature comforts being well assured, it 
will be possihle for them to repose. But 
when at last they are relieved from toil 
they discover that the habit of work which 
they have acquired is imperious and not to 
be broken, aud they usually discover 
also that they have lost the capacity of 
forming entirely new habits of life, and 
even of extracting pleasure from unfamiliar 
occupations. They then realize that the 
work of their life had been its recreation 
also, and that their hard-earned leisure of­ 
fers no amusements half so satisfying as 
the daily tasks whose final relinquishment 
they had anticipated so hopefully. 


THE SKIRMISHING THEORY. 
The latest theory in explanation of the 
recent shipment of infernal machines from 
Boston to Liverpool is that they were not 
seriously intended to be employed for 
destructive purposes, but that they were 
sent over in the interest of the Fenian 
skirmishing fund, aud chiefly for the pur­ 
pose of inducing the credulous to believe 
that daring deeds were being undertaken, 
to the end that they might contribute of 
their means more cheerfully. We doubt 
whether those who advance this theory 
have soberly reflected upon its implication. 
If it means anything, it means that there 
are a great many people in the United 
States who can be induced to pay money 
to a fund which they believe is to be em­ 
ployed in furnishing infernal machines 
wherewith to blow up public buildings in 
England. When, therefore, it is said in 
the same breath that the Fenians condemn 
this kind of skirmishing, it is obvious 
that the responsibility for its support is 
merely shifted on to the shoulders of the 
subscribers to the fund. For nothing 
can be plainer than the fact that if these 
subscribers are induced to subscribe by the 
expectation that infernal machines are to be 
used, they themselves approve of the 
employment 
of such machines. 
The 
case, therefore, 
resolves itself 
into 
th¡3 
dilemma. 
Either 
the 
infer­ 
nal machines were sent, with the 
serious purpose of using them, or they 
were sent to satisfy the sentiment of those 
who desire that such things should be em­ 
ployed. We do not see that it matters 
very much which horn of this dilemma is 
taken, for in either case the conclusion is 
inevitable that there exists somewhere a 
pronounced sentiment in favor of infernal 
machines. The circumstance that these 
machines were charged with dynamite, 
however, must be regarded as telling 
strongly against the theory of a sham 
movement. Had it only been sought to 
create an impression upon the subscribers 
to the skirmishing fund, it is evident that 
uncharged machines would have answered 
equally, well, while they would have been 
perfectly harmless. In this case, however, 
the shippers deliberately took the risk of 
blowing up the steamer that carried their 
dangerous consignment, and it seems 
highly improbable that anyone would have 
done this unless there had been desperate 
purposes impelling them. On the whole, 
therefore, the new theory cannot be ac­ 
cepted as plausible. It is au explanation 
which docs not explain.

S an F rancisco, July 28.h.—At a meeting 
of the Yosemite Democratic Convention to­ 
night a communication was read from the 
Democratic State Central Committee asking 
the Convention to appoint a committee of 
five to meet and confer with the Executive 
Committee of the State Central Committee, 
with a view of reconciling the present differ­ 
ences in the San Francisco Democracy. The 
suggestion was adopted, and a committee of 
five was appointed, when the Convention ad­ 
journed to await the result. 
MISCELLANEOUS, 
A mad dog was killed iu the Hayes Valley 
Grammar School yard Wednesday. 
Charles A. Colby died Wednesday as was 
supposed from poison, but an inquest proved 
it to be from natural causes. 
John S. Eaker, who was a Deputy Sheriff 
assigned to duty as bailiff of one of the 
Criminal Courts, and who mysteriously dis­ 
appeared some time eiuce, has come to the 
surface again, alive and well. 
The British ship Oriflamme, Captain 
Green, from ludia for this port, was burnt at 
sea in 18.12 south, 91 42 webt. The crew has 
just arrived at Wilmington by the Italian 
bark St. A ndrea. The date of the disaster is 
not given. 
A special session of the San Francisco 
Stock Board for the sale of local miscel­ 
laneous stocks was commenced a little over a 
year ago, and it is still maintained. ,It locks 
as though it might be as permanent as the 
other calls. 
Money is easy in this market. Thera is a 
fair demand for wheat loans. These are 
negotiated at 6@:7 per cent, where the 
margins are satisfactory. This ¡3 a great re­ 
duction from the rates iu vogue on such 
loans a few years ago. 
The collection of personal property taxes 
is progressing rapidly. Two thousand eight 
hundred dollars was received from banks 
Wednesday morning. The total tax on per­ 
sonal property is 871)5,291 94, of which 
amount about §11,000 has been collected to 
date.The Citizens’ and Taxpayers’ Nominating 
Convention placed in nomination the follow­ 
ing: For Mayor, Robert Howe. Supervis­ 
ors—Sixth Ward, Jaine3 Dewing; Eighth 
Ward, William Winter: Twelfth Ward, Ed­ 
mond A. Wallazz.

Michael Thorton, a stevedore, was put­ 
ting a hatch cover on the spar deck of the 
ship Macbeth, lying at Pccitic-street wharf, 
wheu he slipped and fell into the lower hold, 
a distance of twenty-four feet. On picking 
the unfortunate maa up it was ascertained 
that his skull was fractured. Death ensued 
before a physician could be summoned. Thor­ 
ton was a native of Ireland, aged 28 y 
and was unmarried. 
Ex-Lieutenant-Governor Purdy, of t 
city, has received the news of the death of 1 
son, General Erastus S. Purdy, in Cair >, 
Egypt, on the 21st ultimo. The sad news 
was conveyed in a letter from Secretary 
Blaine, inclosing a dispatch from the United 
States. Vice-Consul for Egypt. It states that 
death resulted from inflammation of the bow­ 
els. General Purdy7 was born in New York 
in 1811. He came to this city about 1857, 
and on the breaking out of the civil war 
joined the California Regiment, of which he 
was elected Adjutant. He was later appoint 
ed Assistant Adjutant-General on General 
Franklin’s staff. He served all through the 
war, up to the battle of Autletam, when bad 
health forced him to resign and return to San 
Francisco. Returning again to the field of 
battle, he served successively on the staffs of 
GeneraLs Wright and McDowell. On the 
termination of the war he entered the Egyp 
tian service. Before he had been there long 
he was promoted to Colonel of Engineers, 
and shortly after raised to the rank of Gen­ 
eral on the Khedive’s staff with the title of 
Pasha. He wat in the Egyptian service at 
the time of his death. His death is a great 
shock to hi» aged father, it being entirely un 
expected. In fact he received a letter from 
him dated only tix days before his death, in 
which he expressed himself as being in the 
enjoyment of good health. General Purdy 
has a brother in Yuma, proprietor of the 
Arizona Press. 
In the Mint investigation Wednesday 
Alex. Martin, the melter and refiner, testi­ 
fied that he had occupied the position since 
October, 1871. Was appointed under Gen­ 
eral LaGrange. Had a knowledge of the 
character of bullion received under Mr. 
Dodge’s administration ; cannot tell the pro­ 
portion of Northern Belle bullion received 
during the last three years ; cannot distinguish 
Northern Belle bullion from ar.y other base 
bullion except by the distinctive mark». 
About two thirds of the Northern Beile 
bullion was turned over to me to be cast into 
ingots. I have seen Northern Belle ingots 
break at the rolls. I have seen very few 
brittle ingots in my department. I have also 
seen the Northern Belle ingot3 crumble in 
coiner’s department. In my judgment some 
of the Northern Belle bullion was fit to be 
cast into ingots for coining, without refining, 
and some was not. The existence of other 
base metals than copper makes bullion unfit 
for coinage ingots. I suppose the Supeii 
tendent determines what bars are to be run 
into ingots for coining, and what bars are to 
be refined. I have seen bullion under 900 
fine fit to be run into coining ingots; was 
requested by the Superintendent to make a 
series of experiments to determine whether 
or not Northern Belle bars could be used, un­ 
refined, for coining. I do not consider un­ 
refined copper a fit alloy for coining 
purposes; copper in tho Northern Belle 
bullion undergoes a process of refining in the 
melting in my department. That makes it 
fit for an alloy, and the process entails a loss 
in my department. The Northern Belle 
copper, after the process of melting, is as 
good as refined copper for alloy purposes. I 
have never received orders from the Super­ 
intendent to melt pare metal with the North­ 
ern Belle ingots. The coiner lies complained 
to me concerning the Northern Belle ingots. 
I have never complained, i fficially7, of the 
Northern Belle bars, but have growled a 
little, unofficially, of the bars, and com­ 
plained that there was a loss io running the 
bars into coining ingots without retiñir g. I 
have talked with the Superintendent and 
others about there not being any refining 
charges collected on tho bullion. When the 
first deposits of Northern Belle were received, 
along in 1877-8, the bullion was much finer, 
between 890 and 900. Now it is between 700 
4nd 800. It was lower last year than this. I 
would have had the Northern Belle bullion 
refined if there had been any charges im­ 
posed cn it to pay for the acids u«ed. Still, 
I would not make any bullion into ingots 
which I thought would not make coins. The 
loss incurred in my department in casting ia- 
g its which turn out to be unfit for coin, and 
which have to bo remanipulated, consists in 
the wages of men. 1g3s of precious metals, 
fuels and crucibles used, and general 
wear and tear. I have sent very few ingots 
to the coiner which were entirely unfit for 
coining. I knew before my last annual state­ 
ment that there would be an unusual loss in 
my department. There was a loss of 18,0C0 
ounces of silver, or §22,000 in coin value, and 
it resulted iu a great measure from the har- 
acter of Northern Belle bullion-I melted into 
ingots,andon which there was no reduction or 
chkrges for refining. The contsjl and Com­ 
missioners here weut into a long debate over 
the question of refining and reducing, and 
put many hypothetical and complicated ques­ 
tions. Mr. Houghton was at a great loss to 
know how it was that bnllion could not be 
separated and the copper saved. The wit­ 
nesses statement, that in refining bullion the 
copper went into the sewers of the cify anl 
county of San Francisco caused a general sur­ 
prise. It occurred in the general fire of ques­ 
tions and answers that in 1879 80 the use of 
11,000 pounds of copper alloy had been saved 
the Government by the use of the copper in 
the Northern Baile bnllion for alloy. In 
1881, 20,000 pounds of copper had been saved. 
That is, if the Northern Belle bullion had not 
been used with its own copper ; if the bullion 
had been refined, 20,000 pounds of other cop­ 
per, at 20 cents a pound, must have been used 
as alloy. Mr. Page impressed the Commis­ 
sion that this saving to the Government bad 
been more than counterbalanced by the ex­ 
pense of remelting and «manipulating 
Northern Belle ingots sent to the coiner and 
returned as too brittle for coin purposes. In 
answer to Mr. Barnes the witness stated ; 
I have been connected with this Mint, in 
various capacities, since 1863. Northern 
Belle is not the only bnllion concerning 
which there has been complaints. There 
have always been complaints of ingots run 
from unrefined bullion since such bullion has 
been ran into ingots. This includes all classes 
of bnllion from all classes of mines. The 
basis of the custom of runaing bullion into 
coining ingots is’ this ; Copper is the alloy 
used in coining. If the refiner discovers that 
copper ia the base of a bullion deposit, and 
therefore fit for coining ingots, he states so, 
and I ran it into ingots unrefined. This was 
the cu»tom before Mr. Dodge’s administra­ 
tion, and was not changed in any manner by 
Mr. Dodge. Mr. Dodge never gave in­ 
structions of any kind as to how I should treat 
Northern Belle bullion. My only guide as 
to what I shall do with bullion is the assay- 
er’s statement I receive. I only give ray im­ 
pression in saying that two-thirds of the 
Northern Belle bnllion went into ingots. 
Perhaps less than one-half was so disposed of. 
(¡¡Bet Doors 
Tip-Top, Harshaw, Wenbang, Silver King, 


and other bullion, has been treated as was 
that of the Northern Belle, an! was subject 
to the same complaints. It is difficult to tell 
whether an ingot will make good coin before 
it goes through the rollers. I have convened 
with Mr. Dodge at various times upon this 
subject. He was of theopiniou that the law did 
not authorize us to make reductions, and 
spoke of the complaints depositors would 
make at the apparent loss they would be sub­ 
jected to. It is not an infrequent occurrence 
for whole melts to be returned to me as clip­ 
pings, uneuited for coining. It will occur 
with the be*t handling and manipulating I 
can give ingots. I did not intend to give the 
impression that I charged the great loss in 
my department, in 1S80, to tho handling of 
Northern Belle bullion. I charge it to the 
whole mass of base metal I handled. There 
is a scarcity of bullion at times. He had 
never 6een any disposition on the part of Mr. 
Dodge to favor Mr. Low, or any bank or 
man. There was no secret that metals were 
operated to the benefit of the Government. 
Made metals into ingots to save acids in the 
refining. Mr. Martin testified further con­ 
cerning the “ sweeps ” which are assayed and 
sold to the hi ihest bidder by the Superintend­ 
ent. From 1870 to 187.5 the refining was done 
outside the Mint, which exchanged unparted 
bullion for refined metal. 


‘A THUNDERIXG PRIC8 FOR BEANS.’ 
Tom Watrous, commercial traveler, 
stopped oil'at the Marshall, Michigan, eat­ 
ing house several years ago. 
He was not very hungry, and called for 
a p'ate of beaus, which he received. He 
inquired tho price, and was informed that 
it was 75 cents. 
“ That’s a thundering price for beans,” 
said Tom. 
“ That’s the price,” eaid the proprietor. 
The train was just starting. Tom paid 
the bill, and the coaches carried him and 
his indignation on towards Detroit. This 
was on Saturday. On Monday Gilmore, 
the eating-house man, received a telegram, 
collect on delivery §1 25, which he paid, 
and upon opening it he read, “A thunder­ 
ing price for beans.” 
Thirty days from that date a neat ex­ 
press package was handed iu tc Mr. Gil­ 
more, O. ü. D., who paid 90 cents for the 
privilege of opening ir, to discover a lot of 
sawdust, on top of which lay a slip of 
paper with the cabalistic words: “A thun­ 
dering price for beans.” 
Two months from this Mr. Gilmore was 
summoned to Chicago to meet a former 
business partner, and the hotel clerk 
handed him a letter conveying the pleas­ 
ant information, “ A thundering price for 
beans! ” 
During Gilmore’s absence his son paid 
for two telegrams and one express pack­ 
age, all bearing on the subject of 75 cents 
being “ A thundering price for beans.” 
Cost of these articles, §3 SO. 
A genuine telegram from Gilmore’s min­ 
ing share brokc-r, advising him to sell, was 
refused and the loss of it entailed an actual 
damage to Gilmore of §1 .500. 
A year rolled away. Gilmore ordered a 
case of Mackinaw trout from Detroit. 
They came C. O. D., §13 S3 ; when opened 
he found that every fish had been removed 
from the ice and sawdust, and a shingle 
met his eyes, marked with a blue lead pen­ 
cil, “A thundering price for beans ! ” 
Trouble arose between Gilmore and the 
Detroit fish house, and they went to law, 
Gilmore winning the suit, §25 damages, 
and all at a cost for the attorney’s services 
of §86 90. 
Gilmore grew dejected. 
Life looked 
gloomy. Letters poured in on every one 
of his family at regular intervals, from all 
parts of the world, bearing the unpleasant 
information that it \va3 a “ thundering 
price for beans ! ” 
At last Gilmore sold the Marshall eating- 
hoase and moved to Chicago. He carried 
his deep affliction along with him, gnawing 
like a cancer at his vitals. 
The persecu­ 
tion never ceased. Gilmore dropped, faded, 
and finally died. 
The terribly afflicted 
family followed hum to his last resting- 
place, and the widow, with what little 
money she had Eaved from the bogus tele­ 
grams and express packages, erected a plain 
marble slab to the memory of the tortured 
Gilmore. 
The following Sabbath the mourning 
family went to the cemetery to plant some 
violets on Gilmore’s grave. Arriving on 
the ground, they observed in silent horror 
that another legend appeared above the 
name of Gilmore, on the tombstone. It 
was chalked on a smail blackboard and 
read : “ A Thundering Price for Beans.”

P olice Court.—In this Court of justice 
yesterday George Carr was fined 823 for 
petit larceny—stealing the paper of coffee 
from the grocery of M. J. King—and in the 
absence of cash to satisfy the demand, he was 
sent to the county jail for a term of twenty- 
five <’ays. That sttal made a pret.y black 
enp of coffee for the offender.

Antonio 
Francisco Corosma was convicted of petit 
larceny, stealing the portemonnaie containing

streets ; sentence to be awarded to-day. He 
was one of the chief men employed upon 
street improvements under the Street Com­ 
missioner. L. I). Adams was found guilty 
of disturbing the peace and fined $10.

Colehower, and that of receiving stolen prop­ 
erty against John and Catherine Donovan, 
were continued until the 30th inst.

THE MILITAEY 
ENCAMPMENT. 


P rogram m e of E xercises—Com plete L ist 
of Officers and P riv ates—In te r­ 
estin g D etails—Etc. 


The First Artillery Regiment, Fourth Bri­ 
gade, Colonel Creed Haymond, will hold its 
second annual encampment at Ismert s Grove, 
Nevada county, on the line of the Narrow 
Gauge Railroad, about midway between Grass 
Valley aud Nevada City, beginning to-mor­ 
row. This encampment is held under the 
provisions of the law governing the National 
Guard of California. The command going 
into camp begins to move to day, the Artil­ 
lery Company leaving at 5 A. M., and driving 
to Auburn, thirty-six miles. To-morrow 
morning, if time serves, it will give an 
exhibition drill at Auburn, and will then 
move to the camp, twenty-six miles, arriving 
there about 3 r. m. Saturday. When the bat­ 
tery reaches Gras3 Valley it will fire two 
guns. The Woodland Company will arrive 
here to-morrow morning, and, with the 
Saisfield Guard, 
the lity Guard, the 
Governor’s Guard and the First Artil­ 
lery Band, depart per 
rail at 2:30 
p. li., arriving in camp at 7:30 p. m. The 
Nevada Guard will ieave Nevada City to­ 
morrow morning and arrive in camp at noon. 
The Camptonvilie Company will leave that 
place to-day and go into quarters at camp to­ 
morrow about noon. The camp ground is on 
a space of two acres cleared iff in the middle 
of tho grove. The streets of the camp have 
teen covered with sawdust, and are to be 
kept sprinkled, while the tenting spaces are 
covered with wheat straw. One-eighth of a 
mile from the camp is Glenbrook Race 
Course, which will be used for parades, bat­ 
talion drill and artillery exercise. One of its 
approaches is a hill-side, well adapted as a 
place for spectators of the maneuvers. Res­ 
taurants and refreshment booths have bem 
provided. It is the intention to make this 
camp much more a school of instruction than 
was that of last year. To that end a pam­ 
phlet of eleven pages has been issued, giving 
very clear and unmistakable orders to the 
troops, and reciting camp usages and etiquette, 
and what is expected of officers and men, and 
giving the State law on several important 
points. The camp will be known as Camp 
Brown, in honor of Captain J. P. Brown, of 
Company E, the ranking Captain of the regi­ 
ment. Transportation is furnished officers 
and men, officers of the United States army 
and navy, officers and men of the N. G. C., 
members of the families of the N. G. C. and 
officers’ servants at $3 73 each for the round 
trip. Other people can procure tickets for 
about 80 50 for tho round trip,which is about 
half fare. During the camp theCommander- 
in-Chief, Governor Perkins, and staff, will 
visit the camp, and possibly the Maj r- 
General commanding, W . H. L. Barnes, and 
staff. On Tuesday the Brigadier-General, J. 
F. Sheehan, and st-ff, will be in the camp, 
and on these occasions there will be official 
receptions. Assistant Adjutant-General Tur­ 
ner, of the Adjutant General’s staff, will go 
up with the regiment to-morrow. 
During the encampment the daily duties 
will be : 5:20 A. li , musicians’ call; 5:30, re­ 
veille, signal for rising, morning gun ; 6, sur­ 
geon’s call; 0:30, breakfast call; 7:30, fatigue 
call, policing camp and quarters ; 7:45, in­ 
spection of camp and quarters ; 8, drill call, 
assembly for battalion d rill; 10, recall, con­ 
clusion of drill; 10:30, Orderly hour, Ser­ 
geant's reports ; 12, noon, dinner call; 5 p. 
M., guard mounting ; 5:30, dress parade ; 0, 
retreat, evening gun ; 0:15, supper call, assem­ 
bly ; 11, tattoo, assembly for roll-call, after 
dismissal men to retire to tents; 11:30, taps, sig­ 
nal to extinguish lights. Ammunition and ex­ 
plosives are prohibited the possession of any 
but the Ordnance Officer. First Sergeants 
are responsible for cleanliness of streets, and 
the sentinels for the rest of the camp. 
Neatness of person and clothing and arms 
and equipments is required. M ilitary eti­ 
quette and the courtesies that mark the gen­ 
tleman and the soldier will be required of all 
the command. No man is to be allowed to 
sleep out of his own quarters. Defacing or 
marking the tents is to be punished. The 
camp is to be kept absolutely quiet between 
“ Taps” and “ Reveille.” 
Captain Houghton offers for the bc-t 
drilled man in the Artillery Company a sil­ 
ver pitcher. W . F. Peterson offers for the 
best shot in Company G a handsome gold 
medal. Weinsteck & Lubin offer a silver and 
gold cup as a regimental trophy. It is an­ 
ticipated that this camp will be the most 
largely visited encampment of any ever held 
in the interior.

A few weeks’ since the Board of Education 
of this city invited architects to submit plans 
for a four-class school house, not to ccst over 
$3,000, including fences, sidewalks, etc., aud 
for a two-class school-hou3e, not to cost over 
$1,500. Messrs. Hamilton, Goodell and my­ 
self submitted plans for the same. Mr. Ham­ 
ilton stated to the Board that his plans were 
made to comply with the request of the Board 
as regards costs, etc.; that is to say, that the 
buildings could he built for 83,000 and $1,500. 
I told the Board that they could not get the 
buildings and improvements for that sum of 
money, and that my plans were as plain and 
simple as cculd be made, and that the four- 
class building would cost 83 672, aud the tow- 
class building would cost $1,835 ; and when 
the bids for Mr. Hamilton’s plans were 
opened, instead of being 83,000 and $1,500, 
as stated by him, and on which statement his 
plans were adopted, the lowest bids were 
86,600 for the four-class building and $3,500 
for the two clas3 building ; and after cutting 
his four-class building dowu nine feet in hight 
and making the building somewhat less in 
s'ze, the contract was let for $5,391. W hy 
do the Board of Education pay $5,394 for a 
four-class building when they can get one for 
$3,072, or the four-class and two class build­ 
ings for $3,507?—only $1,113 more for two 
buildings than what they pay for one build­ 
ing—is of interest to every taxpayer in this 
city.

The following report of an examination of 
the brush dam on the Yuba river, will be 
read with interest by all classes of people : 
To the Miner*’ Association of California— 
Gentlemen : I have, at your request, made 
a professional examination of the dam built 
by the Commissioners of Drainage District 
N¿*. 1. across the Yuba river in 1SS0, and now 
beg leave to submit the following report: 
tre s e n t co ndition o f dam. 
Bv the courtesy of the State Engineer, I have been 
furnished with copies of cross-sections taken at 
\arious ¡joints above and below the dam and across 
the Yuba river. These sections were first taken in 
1SS0 just before t-Ne construction of the dam, were 
retraced during the present month, and show in de­ 
tail, with sufficient accuracy, the ¡>re8ent condition 
ot the dam and the amount of material which has 
been lodged immediately above it since it was built. 
The dam is a structure of brush laid parallel with 
the stream, with bending poles laid at right angles, 
and tied together with wire. A brush mattress is 
placed below the down-strcam slope of the dam to 
protect it from under cutting as the water passes 
over; the upper slope was protected by tiers of 
sand bags. The largest trees used have a diameter 
of about eight inches. Earth embaukments con­ 
nected the ends of the brush work with the shore 
line?. 
The total length of the dam is nearly 10,000 feet; 
its greatest bight, 11 feet; its cost was in the neigh­ 
borhood of $120,000. 
The d uu has broken in thrae places, a? follows : 
The earth embankment at the northern end has been 
washed away nearly down to the original level, from 
the end of the brush-work to the shore, a distance 
of -i00 feet; the brush dam has been cut away en­ 
tirely in tw*o places—one 700 and the other 230 feet 
in length, measured 011 the crest; in two places 
there arc small gaps, but with the foundation un­ 
disturbed. Gut of a total length of 10,003 feet 
there has, therefore, been destroyed about one- 
seventh. 
The crest of the dam has settled an average of 
slightly less than two feet; th s apparent settle­ 
ment is nearly in proportion to the original height 
of the structure—that is to say, it is generally 
greatest where the dam was highest, and has, with­ 
out doubt, been nearly altogether caused by the 
compression of the loo?e brush into a solid mass by 
the pressure of the water which has passed over the 
crest. Along the whole length of the darn there are 
evidences of the large stream which flowed over it; 
heavy water-soaked logs, of two feet or more iu 
diameter, arc still resting on its crest, and the pro­ 
tection mattress, where not covered with a nd, 
shows signs of the rush o? the water. 
In many placea, both on the dam and on the pro­ 
tection mattress, willow3 a**e now sprouting and 
growing ; their root3 will have a very beneficial in­ 
fluence in matting or tying the whole structure se­ 
curely together. It is a notable fact that none of 
the breaks occurred at the old river channels. The 
southi rn break—230 feet in length—was over an old 
slough. The bott'-m at the other breaks was not 
thought to be comparatively sof t or infirm. The 
brush mattress beluw the dam has very satisfac­ 
torily answered its purpose in protecting the lower 
elope of the work from under-cutting. 
CAUSE OF THE BREAKS. 
The earth embankment which gave wav was ¡11 
all probability first attacked by water passing with 
considerable pressure through the interstices of the 
brush-work and washing away the < arth immedi­ 
ately next to the brush bulkhead. After the water 
had once commenced cutting, as a matter of course 
the whole embankment soon crumbled away. This 
supposition is confirmed by the statements of eye­ 
witnesses, and by a knowledge of the injudicious 
manner in which the earth and brush-works were 
connected. 
The breaks in the d im proper were probably 
caused by strong currents of water’sweeping along 
and undermining the upper or inner slope of the 
dam, the water escaping through the depressions 
caused by the compression before alluded to. Small 
brush buttresses, projecting at right angles up from 
the dam, would have greatly lessened the danger 
from any such undermining. 
The flood of the past winter, which at its maxi­ 
mum is thought to be greater than the memorable 
flood of 1S01-2, came upon the dam, soon after its 
completion, with great force. Had there been only 
the ordinary spiing freshet, thus allowing the 
brush to be gradually filled and compacted *ith 
seciment, there would have been much less subse­ 
quent compression, and very likely the whole work 
would have stood in its entirety. 
Tne dam was commenced at a late period in the 
season, and from the necessary haste in which it 
was built, it was doubtless impossible to devote 
that care in its const action which warn’d have been 
taken har there bien inore time in which to do the 
work. 
BENEFITS RESULTING ALREADY FROM THE DAM. 
The sections before referred to, taken across the 
river, show that fifty feet below the dam t< ere has 
been an average erosion of S-10 of a foot; fifty feet 
above the dam there has been an average fill of 
55-100 of a foot; one-half mile above the ddin there 
has been an average fill of 1 b 10 of a foot; one 
mile above the dam there has been an average fill of 
1 3-10 of a foot; one and a-half miles above the 
dam there his been an average fill of 1 8-10 of a 
foot; two miles above the dam there has been an 
average fill of 410 of a foot; two and a-balf miles 
above the dam there has been an average fill of 3 10 
•>f a foot. Still hiirhcr up the river, just below 
Smartsvilie, the bed is now much lower than in 
1S80. The total fi'l since 1880, for a distance of 
three and a half miles above tiie dam, is estimated 
at 4,851,000 cubic yards. 
To mv mind the foregoing facts show conclusively 
that this filling or restraiut of nearly 5,000,000 cubic 
yards his been caused entirely by the presence of 
the dam. or, in other wrrds, that had not the dam 
been built, all this material would have been washed 
3 ill further down the stream, the larger portion 
lodging 011 the slackened ^rade near Marysville, the 
residue passing into the Feather river. 
The serious breaks in the dam did not occur until 
the flood had, in a me&aur*, spent its force, so that 
at the moment when Marysville was iu greatest 
danger cf inundation, a notable quantity of water 
was held back, together wi*h a flow of sand, which* 
would otherwise have materially increased the level 
of high water. 
Judging from the accounts given ran of the flood, 
it seems clear that to this dam Marysville is in­ 
debted for its sifety during the past winter. 
COST AND ADVISABILITY OF REPAIRING THE 
DAM. 
The tests to which the work now standing have 
been so severe, and the results on the whole so 
satisfactory in an engineering point of view, that I 
am convinced that the dam can and should be se­ 
curely repaired. The breaks should be filled with 
brush-work, similar in general character, but more 
carefully executed, to the old structure ; the dam 
should be, where settled or compressed, raised to a 
little above the original bight. When thu3 re­ 
paired, in my judgment, the work will stand the 
floods, . nd fully answer the purposes for which it 
w'as designed. 
^ 
A contract can, I think, be made with responsible 
parties for 0 sura not over $j0,000, who will agree 
to put the dam in good repair, and only receive 
their pay iri case it stands intact until the summer 
of 18 2 Without such a guaranty the icpairscan 
he executed for a much less sum. 
The estimated storage capacity of th ’ reservoir 
to be formed by the dam is 41.600,000 of cubic 
yards: deducting the 5,000 000 of yards now in 
place there remains 30,500,000 yards of storage 
capacity, which can be secured for the compara­ 
tively small sum of §50,000 or less. 
The State Engineer estimates that the annual 
flow* of material which can be impounded down the 
Yuba river averages about 10*000,000 yards, all the 
mines being it work. This Yuba dam will there­ 
fore, when restored, hold ovtr two years’ supply. It 
is probable that the flow of sand down the Yuba 
for several ye^rs to come will he below the average, 
as the great flood of the pa9t winter has swept down 
very much more than the usual quantity. 
It has been objected to this dam, that in case of a 
break the impounded sands would pour out in a 
great flood 011 the lower land?. Were it a reservoir 
of water such would be the case, but with a filling 
of comparatively compact material any break would 
only result in the discharge of the sand cut nut by 
the narrow current of water passing through the 
breach. The large amount of debris held back by 
the dam in its present badly broken and incomplete 
state, is sufficient proof that this objection 13 prac­ 
tica ly an unsound one. 
CONCLUSION. 
Should this dam be r* stored, and hold back from 
the Yuba and Feather rivers the injurious flow of 
i-and and gravel—all *-f which 1 believe that it will 
do—the bitter content now pending between miners 
and farmers can ha brought to an end, before the 
stri’e lias inflicted irreparable injury on either or 
both rides. 
There is 110 question but what there is amrle 
room in the Yuba canyons in which to store the min­ 
ing debris for very many years to come The 
magnitude of the mining interest is so great, that if 
it once be shown that this debris can be stored with 
safety, at a reasonable expense, then certainly ways 
aud means will be found for the execution of the 
»e'C8s;rjr engineering works. 
Hence’ I especially hope that the mining commu­ 
nity will do all in its power to have this dam across 
the Yuba thoroughly repaired, so that its value may 
be determined with certainty. 
It may be w ell to arid that, even suppesipg mining 
to he discontinued, still the dam will be of great 
service in holding back the large deposits of sand 
and gravel already placed above it in the beds of the 
river and i's br. nehes. 
Colonel George H. Mcndell, of the United Stales 
Engineers, has been kind enough to give me the 
letrer w hich is attichcd to this report. The view’s 
of Coloiu 1 Mcndell will doubtless receive the atten­ 
tion which his high standing in the profession war­ 
rants.

and his tem perature 100.5, 
Soon after that 
time both pu'se and tem perature began to 
fall, and at the present hour the patient’s 
fever has nearly disappeared, and he is rest­ 
ing quietly. 
No reasons are assigned by the 
attending surgeons for the reappearance of 
the febrile symptoms after an interval of 
more than thirty-six hours of normal tem­ 
perature. 
The 
circumstance, 
however, 
causes no particular uneasiness, and the fever 
has almost subsided. 
A slight fever in the 
evening has been a feature of the President’s 
case every day, except yesterday, for two 
weeks. 
The patient was moved back to his 
own room about 5 o'clock this afternoon. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, Ju ly 2S:h.—About 5 p. m. 
there wa3 a recurrence of the President’s 
afternoon fevers. 
The evening 
bulletin 
showed an increase in pulse, tem perature 
and respiration. 
The fever subsided shortly 
after 7 o’clock. I t was caused by the stoppage 
of the drainage tube, which prevented the 
regular flow of pus. As soon as this was ascer­ 
tained the tube was cleaned and the flow re­ 
sumed. 
The fever then went down, and the 
President rested quietly, with a continuation 
of very favorable symptoms. The physicians, 
iucluding Dr. Ham ilton, continue to-night to 
express the brightest hopes. They regard the 
crisis as successfully passed, and the Presi­ 
dent will recover, almost beyond a doubt.

M rs. G n lttca u 's D iv o r ce fro m C h a rles .1. 
New Yobk, Ju ly 28th.—The Brooklyn 
Eagle prints to-day the story of the proceed­ 
ings in the action brought iu the Kings coun­ 
ty Supreme Court in the fall of 1873 by Annie 
J . G uitteau against the now notorious Charles 
J . Guitteau, for an absolute divorce, on the 
ground of infidelity. 
The case was referred 
to Louis Fuller, as referee, to take testimony 
and report. 
The case came on for hearing in 
June, 1874. Mrs. Guitteau produced but three 
witnesses, and one of those was her husband, 
who appeared voluntarily. 
He testified that 
he was her husband, and had resided in New 
York State for more than a year, which, as 
the law then stood, was all he could testify to 
in a divorce case to which he was a party. 
The third witness was the principal one, and 
her appearance would indicate th at G uitteau 
helped to prove the case against himself. 
This witness was Clara Jennings. 
She testi­ 
fied that she had known Guitteau since the 
previous August, and that the charges of in­ 
fidelity against him were true. 
I t is be­ 
lieved th at Guitteau secured the attendance 
of this witness, and it is said he first informed 
his wife of his infidelity, and gave her the 
necessary information to enable her to secure 
the divorce. 
He put in no defense, and the 
referee reported in favor of the plaintiff. 
On the 4th of A pril following a motion was 
made before Justice P ra tt to confirm tho re­ 
port of the referee, and between that date 
and the 11th of the same month the Judge 
handed down a decision confirming the report 
and signing the decree of divorce. 
In the 
fall of 1873, when the divorce proceedings 
were in progress, and while Guitteau was 
carrying on t is liason with Clara .Tenniags, 
he was frequenting the rooms of the New 
York Young M en’s Christian Association, 
and his name is on the books of th at institu­ 
tion as a visitor, and was a member of Cal­ 
vary Baptist Church, and attended the 
religious services of the church. 
A fter the 
divorce was granted, G uitteau was cited to 
appear before the committee on the discipline 
of the church, and when he appeared he con­ 
fessed his immoralities and professed peni­ 
tence, hut the committee had no faith in his 
professions, ana ex [veiled him from the 
church.

Electric lights furnish the illuminating oowcr. 
Tiie officers’ quarters and accommodations 
for passengers are of best and finest^ charac­ 
ter, and the crew is also well provided for. 
The U m atilla is among the best of American 
built ships. 
She is one of the five vessels de­ 
signed for the Oregon Im provem ent Com­ 
pany, three of which have been completed. 
The U m atilla is commanded by Captain 
F ran k W orth. 
The ship will sail from 
Brooklyn Sunday for Portland, Or., and will 
call a t Rio Janeiro, and then pass through the
